A Note of Confidence - 


In these days of unrest, of specula- 
tion as to the future, of foreboding 
evén as to what the future holds for 
Canada in the face of a period of 
economic and social upheaval and 
reconstruction which will likely be 
marked by much unemployment and 
in which an enormous increase in 
taxation must be laid on the should- 
ers of the people, it is gratifying to 
find. a note of confidence and reas- 
surance sounded, And note 
has been sounded in the most unex- 
pected quarter, sounded not in words, 
perhaps, but in a 
manner—by actjon,

It is notorious that capital is timid, 
that financiers are fearful, that bank- 
ers and banking institutions are ultra- 


conscryatiye, yet it is the chartered] 


banks of Canada which at this time 
of uncertainty have sounded a note 
of confidence and are taking the lead 
in a forward movement for the fu- 
ture. It is so surprising and unex- 
pected coming from such a quarter as 
to catise amazement and lead one to 
search for the reason of it. 

The attitude ot the banks of Can- 
ada today is in sharp contrast to 
their attitude five or six years ago. 
Then they were enforcing  cur- 
tailments of credits, and in 
summer and winter of 1913 put 
strictions on all commercial borrow- 
ings. The land boom in the West 
had collapsed; the great era of trans- 
continental railway construction and 
general building activity and large 
municipal undertakings was oyer; the 
banks were “carrying” many of the 
great industrial and commercial 
houses of Canada; the money mar- 
kets of Great Britain were practically 
closed to further Canadian  borrow- 
ings; New York financiers and finan- 
cial journals were openly hinting at 
disaster and bankruptcy in the Do- 
minion; our export trade was not 
keeping pace with our increasing vol- 
ume of imports. The banks shut 
down on all schemes of further ex- 
pansion. 

Then came the war. Nevertheless 
the Canadian banks stood the strain 
well, and were able not only to finance 
the business of the country and the 
requirements of the government, but 
advanced huge credits of hundreds of 
millions of dollars to Britain. Much 
criticism of the banks is heard—no 
doubt partly justified—but it must be 
said to their credit that they proved 
a tower of strength to Canada and 
the Empire throughout the war,

trade recession, tnemployment, and 
general commercial uncertainty. Yet 
it is at this time that the chartered 
banks of Canada are arranging to in- 
crease their capital, increasing divi- 
fiends, opening new branches through- 
out ‘the country, and, most significant 
of all, opening branches in’ France, 
Russia and the countries of South 
America, If existing capital was suf- 
ficient to enable the banks to “carry 
on” during the strain-of the war and 
a period of tremendous industrial ac- 
tivity, why do they now require more 
capital if trade is to be restricted? 
Does not their present policies of ex- 
pansion indicate that, from all the 
sources of information at their com- 
mand, the head officials of the banks 
are rather convinced that a new and 
greater cra of business development 
is opening for Canada? It would cer- 
tainly seem so, 

It is beyond all question that dur- 
her 
productive capacity enormously, in 
agriculture, in manufactures, and in 
other directions, Manufacturers gain- 
ed valuable knowledge in the tech- 
nique of production and vastly im- 
proved their methods. Even with a 
considerable falling off from the high 
water mark of war exports during the 
past year or two, their exports would 
| still far exceed those of pre-war days.

Possibly the greatest criticism of 
our banks in the past has been that 
they did not appreciate the full™im- 
portance of assisting agriculture nor 
recognize the necessity of adopting a 
more sympathetic and liberal policy 
in extending credit on reasonable 
terms to farmers, It is to the credit 
of the Canadian banks, however, that 
money has and is being supplied to 
agriculturists at mofe reasonable 
rates of interest than has been sup- 
plied our neighboring farmers across 
the border, the latter being obliged 


to pay from 10 to 12 per cent. 
for moneys, borrowed from the 
State banks. If, in the forward 
movement upon which they are em- 


barking and in.their new policies of 
expansion, the banks make adequate 
provision for the rapid development 
of agriculture they will do much to 
remove existing grievances and go far 
towards silencing critcism, At the 
same time they will be materially as- 
sisting in laying a solid foundation for 
the future prosperity of Canada, and 
a foundation upon which a strong in- 
dustrial and commercial structure can 
be safely erected.

Need Ships for Lumber 

Vancouver, B, C. — Cabled advices 
from London reaching Vancouver, in- 
dicate that shortage of ships is stand- 
ing in the way of the placing of large 
timber orders by the British authori- 
ties in this province. It similarly af- 
fects-the salvaging of the immense 
quantities of high class spruce logs 
lying in the water or in the woods 
of the ‘northern coast. Strenuous ef- 
forts are being made to overcome 
this difficulty, says the cable, and the 
department of lands has requested 
the earnest support of the depart- 
ment of marine at Ottawa that every 
effort be made to provide Canadian 


vessels. 


Amsterdam, — A band’ of maraud- 
ers in ,the vicinity of Essen, accord- 
ing to the Vorwaerts of Berlin, des- 
troyed the airshaft and other outlets 
of a coal mine and imprisoned 600 
miners who were at work at -the 
time. It will be impossible to re- 
lease the miners for a fortnight. The

Saskatchewan “Ranks Second and 


Manitoba Third 

Edmonton, Alta. — According to 
official figures specially furnished the 
U. S. consulate at Edmonton the to- 
tal number of Americans that have 
taken up residence in the province of 
Alberta since 1905, including five 
months of the fiscal year 1918-19, 
reaches 275,093, In 1905 the province 
lof Alberta was organized, and statis- 
tical information has been kept since 
that date of the immigration into the 
three provinces — Manitoba, Sas- 
katchewan and Alberta. Saskatchewan 
ranks second with 226,330 immigrants, 
and Manitoba third, with only 78,788. 
The largest immigration into Alberta 
from the United States came in 1909- 
10, and numbered 34,663; the smallest 
in 1918-19, numbered 5,613.

During 1917 Alberta Wells Produced 
312,000 Gallons of Gasoline 


Three oil refineries were operating 
in the Calgary field last year, and! 
complete figures which are now avail- 
able, show a very satisfactory in- 
crease in the quantity of gasoline and! 
kerosene sold last year over the 
amount sold in previous years, the 
total for the twelve months ending 
December, being 331,098 gallons of 
gasoline and 107,320 gallons of kero- 
sene, valued at $150,000 and $160,000) 
respectively, A few days befose these 
figures were published the Calgary 
Herald commenting on the import- 
ance of the local oil producing areas 
said editorially: 

“During 1917 Alberta wells pro- 
duced 312,000 gallons of gasoline and 
kerosene as well as 8,500 barrels of 
crude petroleum, Last year the pro- 
duction was greater and there were 
other oil producing fields exploited 
and proven, The exploration work is 
continuing with every prospect that 
ultimately Alberta will be developed 
into one of the great oil producing 
areas of the North American con- 
tinent,”

London, —.The Daily Chronicle re- 
ports in a Paris dispateh that the 
suggestion that the German fleet be 


sunk in the Atlantic has excited a 


storm of criticism in the French pa- 


pers. The French think that their 
government has a particular right to 
a number of these vessels by way of 
compensation for their naval losses. 

Major David Davies, chairman of 
the league of nations union, accord- 
ing to the Chronicle’s dispatch, sug- 
gests that the German fleet should 
be handed over to the league of na- 
tions as the nucleus of an interna- 
fional police force which could “be 
relied upon to enforce the decisions 
of the league, Doubtless, says Major 
Davies, such an international naval 
force would have to be built up step 
by step. It is unnecessary the whole 
flect should be commissioned at tne 
same time. Thus a long period 
would elapse before it could possibly 
rival existing national fleets but as 
confidence in the league of nation’s 
develops and as the financial strain 
of competing armaments became 
more actucly felt the tendency would 


be to transfer sea power more and 
more to the international fleet. 

Regarding the question of «« base 
for this international force, Major 
Davies says that the future status 
of Constantinople would soon become 
an important question at the peace 
conference, Was it not possible that 
the straits and the Bosphorous could 
be internationalized and that Con- 
| stantinople should become one of the 
first bases of the international police 
force? 

Major Davies adds that proposals 
were recently made to abolish the, 
submarine as a weapon of naval war- 
ifare. If the league of nations had a 
sufficient number of submarines at 
fats disposal and maintained a monop-
